The  thirty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of 
the  Raleigh  and  Gaston  Railroad  Company  was  held  at  the 
office  of  the  Company,  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  on  Thursday, 
October  4th,  1883. 

On  motion  of  John  M.  ROBINSON,  President  of  the  Com- 
pany, ENOCH  PRATT,  Esq.,  of  Baltimore,  was  called  to  the 
Chair,  and  W.  \V.  VASS  and  J.  B.  Martin  were  appointed 
Secretaries.

PRESIDENT  S    REPORT. 


The  roadway  has  been  maintained  in  better  condition 
during  the  winter  of  1882  than  heretofore,  chiefly  because 
of  the  better  condition  of  the  rails,  but  the  want  of  suitable 
ballast  continues  to  be  felt.  With  a  view  to  ballasting  the 
track  in  those  portions  of  the -road  most  requiring  it,  the 
Company  has  purchased  a  rock  crusher.  Ballasting  with 
stone  broken  by  the  crusher  is  expensive,  but  it  is  the  only 
means  by  which  a  really  good  track  can  be  maintained. 

The  Company  has  enjoyed  a  fairly  successful  business 
year,  free  from  accidents  of  consequence,  and  all  its  prop- 
erty has  been  well  maintained  and  is  in  good  condition. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  the  report  of  the  General 
Superintendent,  which  furnishes  all  information  in  detail 
respecting  the  operations  of  the  Company;  and  by  the 
Treasurer's  statements,  Stockholders  will  see  fully  set  forth 
present  financial  condition  of  the  Company  and  its  receipts 
and  disbursements.

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  included  in 
the  above  expenses  are  the  following  items  which  do  not 
properly  belong  to  working  expenses  :

During  the  year  all  the  badly  worn  iron  rails  have  been 
replaced  by  steel  rails.  We  now  have  64  miles  of  steel 
rails,  and  33  miles  of  fish-bar  iron  rails. 

There  have  been  45,528  cross-ties  put  in  the  track,  and 
we  have  on  hand  3,700  ties.  Also,  11,401  cords  of  wood 
have  been  used,  and  we  have  on  hand  9,485  cords. 

Since  the  last  report  a  rock  crusher  and  engine  has  been 
purchased,  and  has  recently  been  set  up  in  the  rock  cut 
immediately  south  of  Franklinton.  We  have  been  at  con- 
siderable expense  in  preparing  the  place  for  quarrying 
the  stone  and  breaking  it,  but  hope  the  cost  of  ballast 
.will  be  materially  reduced  after  the  expense  incident  to 
starting  such  work  is  over.  There  has  been  six  miles  of 
track  ballasted  with  a  material,  the  best  we  could  get,  and 
half  a  mile  with  rock. 

During  the  year  two  additional  side-tracks  have  been 
laid,  and  old  ones  lengthened,  making  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
more  track  than  we  had  before,  besides  the  track  at 
crusher. 

It  is  found  necessary  to  increase  the  warehouse  room  at 
Gaston  ;  to  this  end  a  new  warehouse  and  office  have  been 
built  fronting  on  the  river  and  on  the  track.  The  old 
house  will  be  used  to  store  goods  in  while  waiting  delivery 
to  boats. 

A  40,000  gallon  water  tank  has  been  erected  at   Brandy

Creek,  and  a  Rider  pump  is  used  to  pump  the  water.  A 
new  tank  has  been  put  up  at  Gaston,  and  we  have  four 
others  in  course  of  construction. 

The  turn-table  in  the  Round  House  being  too  short  to 
turn  the  long  coaches  and  engines,  and  tenders  of  the  larger 
engines,  a  large  turn-table  has  been  constructed  on  one  of 
the  vacant  lots  of  the  Company. 

The  bolsters  under  Cedar  Creek  bridge  have  been  replaced. 
Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  kegs  of  spikes  have  been  used. 
The  warehouse  and  other  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good 
repair.  The  tank  on  the  cotton  platform  has  been  finished, 
and  is  kept  constantly  full  of  water ;  and  a  fire-engine 
loaned  by  the  City  is  housed  immediately  under  it. 

The  Machine  Department  has  been  well  kept  up.  The 
engines,  generally,  are  in  good  condition.  Some  of  the  old 
ones  show  signs  of  wear.  Engine  No.  2  was  sold  to  the 
Virginia  Land  &  Lumber  Co.,  and  her  place  filled  by  the 
purchase  of  a  Switcher,  16x24  cylinder,  at  a  cost  of  $9,258. 
There  is  now  being  constructed  a  boiler  and  cylinders  for 
engine  No.  7  now  in  service  as  a  passenger  engine.  This 
engine  will  soon  be  put  in  the  Shops  to  be  rebuilt.  During 
the  year,  eleven  engines  have  been  overhauled.  There  has 
been  added  to  the  tools  in  the  shop,  one  Shaper,  one 
Drill  Press  and  one  Bolt  Cutter,  at  a  cost  of  $4,019.95. 
There  are  other  tools  which  should  be  replaced  by  modern 
ones.  There  has  been  constructed  three  flat-cars,  new 
numbers,  and  five  to  replace  old  numbers. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  the  following  accidents  :  On 
March  27th,  a  colored  woman  named  Mary  Pully  was  run 
over  by  the  passenger  train  bound  south,  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  of  Henderson.  She  attempted  to  cross  the 
track  immediately  in  front  of  the  train,  and  died  the  next 
day  after  the  amputation  of  a  leg.  Near  Weldon  a  colored 
man  was  run  over;  the  evidence  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  was  lying  dead  on  the  track.  In  neither  case  has 
any  blame  attached  to  the  Company.
